To  maintain  a safe  and  secure  institutional  environment  and  to  promote 
sobriety  and  accountability  among  all  offenders,  DOC  employs  a 
comprehensive  three-part  substance  abuse  strategy 
that  is  straightforward 

and  aggressive.  The  Assessment  (See  January  Fact  sheet) 

third  component  of  the 

strategy  is  treatment  & Interdiction  (See  February  Fact  sheet) 

education. 


The  DOC  assesses  all  newly  admitted  offenders  at  intake  for 
substance  abuse  and  throughout  the  course  of  supervision  or 
incarceration  offenders  are  tested  regularly  for  drugs.  Whenever 
offenders  are  identified  as  at  risk  of  relapse  or  in  need  of  services, 
they  are  referred  to  treatment  and  education.  Since  1993, 
institutional  treatment  beds  have  been  increased  over  200%.  Today, 
a number  of  treatment  programs  are  in  place  to  treat  offenders  who 
have  moderate  to  severe  substance  abuse  problems. 

o Trestment— Last  year,  10,704  offenders  received 
inpatient  services  in  short-term  and  long-term  treatment 
programs  and  therapeutic  treatment  communities  in  DOC’s 
secure  facilities  for  male  and  female  offenders. 
Community-based  treatment  options  include  an  array  of 
programs  provided  in  collaboration  with  the  court,  local 
treatment  providers,  and  the  Department  of  Mental  Health. 

O Educstion— Drug  education  is  available  at  every  DOC 
institution  and  probation  office.  Last  year  4256  offenders 
were  referred  to  substance  abuse  education  programs.
